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GRADING AND PACKING 


We do not carry plants in stcck. Our plants are freshly dug 
each day. Dug with a fork, carried to the packing shed— 
trimmed under cover with no exposure from sun or wind, tied 
into bunches of 25 with good’ count. Counters are advised to 
throw out small and inferior plants. They are then packed in 
live moss which we are fortunate to have growing on our farm. 
They are usually shipped within 24 hours after they are dug. 


VARIETIES 


We grow only a few varieties of strawberries but these 
are the varieties which we have found will do the best under 
average conditions here in Connecticut. These varieties will 
give better yields, better berries and better satisfaction to you 
when the fruiting season arrives than other varieties which may 
be better suited to warmer climates. 4 

We do not believe in raising too many varieties. Unless 
a variety is best for certain conditions, we discard it for the. 
better varieties. . 

Almost all the varieties of berry plants we raise have been 
tried at the Mount Carmel Experiment Station and have been 
approved for Connecticut conditions. 

The varieties of raspberry plants, grapevines and fruit 
trees are also approved varieties.

SHIPPING SEASON 

We start to ship plants just as early as the frost is out 
of the ground, or from the ist to the 10th of April.

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~ EARLY VARIETIES 


HOWARD NO. 17 (Special Strain) (Perfect)—This is our 
leading variety of strawberries. There are more Howard 17 
raised in New England than all other varieties put together. 
The Howard 17 is the standard by which all other strawberry 
varieties are judged. We consider it to be the best all-purpose 
berry for the main crop. Under almost any condition it will 
produce a very large crop of berries. Yields may vary slightly 
with wet or dry season but it will produce plenty of berries. 

Our strain of Howard is practically frost-proof and there- 
fore it ripens the earliest of all. We have often been the first 
grower to carry berries into the local market. At the start, 
the Howard produces large, luscious berries, many of which 
are double. The Howard will usually produce berries, for about 
4 weeks, the berries growing slightly smaller toward the end 
of the season. The late berries still maintain their bright color 
and sweet flavor. 

For a number of years we have taken our plants for re- 
setting from the best sections of our beds. Now we have a 
strain of plants which have proven to us that they will produce 
a tremendous crop of berries. 

If vou have never grown strawberries before, we recom- 
mend Howard No. 17 to you. For commercial growers, we 
recommend that the largest portion of your plants be of this 
variety.

17 and Dorsett have gone by.

It has been the first late berry which has 
satisfied us for yields. Although this variety is not as late 
as the Pearl variety which we have sold for years as our 
standard late berry, it produces a better quality berry and a 
much greater yield.

CULTURE 


The roots should be planted in early spring, just as early 
as you can work the land. They should be set in furrows 5 to 
7 inches deep with the roots spread out somewhat in the furrow. 
A good practice is to open the furrow 8 to 12 inches, apply a 
liberal amount of well-rotted stable manure, well mixed with 
the soil filling the furrow to 5 to 7 inches deep before the roots 
are set. They should be covered with about 8 inches of soil 
until the young shoots start to come through. Then the furrows 
should be gradually filled in as the young plants grow, until 
the ground is level. In the garden, set in rows 8% feet apart, 
with roots 12 to 15 inches apart in the row; in large com- 
mercial plantings rows 4 to 5 feet apart are generally used.

_ STRAWBERRY CULTURE 
- Choosing the Land 


Almost any fertile land which is well drained will raise 
- good strawberries. We advise against setting on greensward 
because of the presence of white grubs who relish the tender 
roots of strawberries. If possible, plant on land on which no 
lime has” been eres for at least one year. 


| Fertilizing” : 

We pa ee eas your fertilizer ‘broadcast on the 
‘ground after the land has been plowed and harrowed. Then 
‘harrow the fertilizer in. This places your fertilizer where it 
will be available to the new plants as they commence to run. 
Additional fertilizer may be added any time during the first 
year if needed. Do not fertilize your bed the spring that it is 
going to bear for the extra fertilizer will go into the leaves. 
Do not put lime on your ery bed at any time. 


When To Plant 


Order your plants early and et them Sut early. If you 


e < order your plants early you will be sure of getting the varieties 
you want and you will get the plants when you want them. 


When your plants arrive, if you are not ready for setting out, 
~ take from box or package and put in cellar in a cool, dark place, 
oe left in package they might heat. Wet roots before setting. 


-‘Setting: Out Plants 

Strawberries may be spaced 15- 18 inches apart in the rows, 
and rows 3 to 4 feet apart. Later in the season the plants should 
- be set closer. In setting the plants, dig a hole large enough to 
enable you to spread the roots well. The plants should be set 
deep enough so that the roots are well covered, yet care should 
be taken that the tender heart is uncovered. Press the plant 
firmly into the oe

The blossoms should He picked off the first year so that all 
the strength of the plant will go into the new runners. Of
